The spotlight will be on the Ben Avery 
gymnasium next weekend, as Laurentian Uni- 
versity will host the 1989 National Women;s 
Basketball Championships. 

After three days of fmal practises and 
CLAU Awards Banquet, the action will get 
underway Thursday, March 9th beginning at 
1pm. The feature game on Thursday is at 8pm, 
as the host Laurentian Lady Vees will take to 
the court The tournament draw will not be 
known until next Tuesday. 

The Women's Championships will 
feature an eight team draw. Two from Ontario 
(including Laurentian), One from the Atlantic 
Provinces (conference CAUAA), a team from 
the Quebec Conference (QUAA), and teams 
from the Great Plains Conference and Canada 
West (B.C.). As well, two wild card teams will 
be added. 



The CIAU's will continue Friday after- 
noon (MarchlO) from 1pm to 10pm, with the 
two semi-final games being featured in the 
evening. On Saturday afternoon, the consola- 
tion final and the championship game will be 
played. 

Tickets are now on sale at the L.U. 
Athletic Dept. Laurentian students can obtain 
a tournament pass, which is good for all games 
(except the championship game) for only $ 10.- 
. Day passes are available for $4.-. You won't 
want to miss any of the action, so get your 
tickets now.

Let's give 
them what they deserve, a packed, noisy gym.

I feel that it is only fair to assume 
that a student who has been educated 
through a Canadian education system, in 
either French or English, from Kinder- 
garten to grade 1 3 , should have a stronger 
grasp of their native language than some- 
one who has been educated through adif- 
ferent system in a different language. 

I do agree that it is important that 
we can all communicate effectively, but 
how can you expect a foreign student to 
be able to express his/her ideas in the 
same manner as someone who has been 
speaking and writing in EngUsh or in 
French for twenty-odd years? I don't 
tiiink we can. It is only natural that our 



competency in these languages shopuld 
be expected to be greater than that of a 
foreign student. 

I also feel that Mr. Duke*s state- 
ment that**someone who does not know 
any *apples' but does know 'oranges' 
should not be here" contradicts highly his 
statement that "the cultural exchanges 
are so totally enriching for all parties 
involved that it is difficult to imagine 
Laurentian/enne without you". Is he 
suggesting that "cultural exchanges" are 
beneficial only if those students involved 
can speak die language/s of the country 
as fluenUy as the natives? 

Laurentian/enne is lucky to have 
the diversity of race, creed, colour, and 
language that it does.

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A DEVASTATING EXPERIENCE 



The University of 
Manitoba surveyed 1224 people 
on 1987 and the results indicated 
that 1 out of 6 females change 
study plans to avoid sexual har- 
assment, 16% of females (staff 
and students) reported being 
sexually harassed and 4% of men 
reported being sexuaDy harassed. 
(Margaret Polanski, 1988) 

In recent years, 
women ' s groups have lobbied to 
promote the adoption of policies 
and procedures concerning sex- 
ual harassment. In response to 
this need, Laurentian University 
Presindential Advisory Com- 
mitte on the Status of Women 
developed the Sexual Harass- 
ment Education and Complaint 
Committe in 1985. 

The policy defines sex- 
ual harassment as, "any un- 
wanted attention of a sexual 
nature often with an underlying 
element of threat or coercion." 

Sexual harassment is an 
abuse of power which does not 
refer to relationships between 
responsible and consenting 
adults. It may include relation- 
ships between teacher-student, 
student-student, or employer- 
employee. The listof the follow- 
ing behavior depicts that which 
can be considered sexual harass- 
ment On a phuysical level har- 
assment may consist of: -inap- 
propriate affectionate gestures, - 
pinching, -grabbing, -hugging, - 
leering, -brushing against, - 
touching, -may lead to physical 



assault (attempted rape or rape) 
On a psychological level, 
harassment may consist of: - 
verbal innuendos, -relentless 
proposals of physical intimacy 
beginning with subtle hints 
which may lead to overt requests 
for dates and favours. 

To its victims, sexual 
harssment is a very humiliating, 
degrading and frustrating experi- 
ene. General symptoms which 
may be observed by others arc 
skipping classes, failing tests, a 
drop in grades, withdrawl and 
preoccupation. Physically, the 
victims may develop various 
symptoms such as: upset stom- 
ach, nausea, headaches, constant 
tension, sleeplessness, fearful- 
ness, loss or gain of weight, 
inability to concentrate, irrati- 
bility, depression, despair, lack 
of ambition, shame, guilt and 
feelings of helplessness. 

Obviously, sexual harss- 
ment has a very powerful and 
long standing influence on the 
people who are harassed. There- 
fore it is important to stop he 
harasser . Possible strategies may 
include the following: 

1 . Make it clear to the har- 
asser that their behaviour is not 
acceptable. 

2. Document the offences. 
Keep a record of the dales, times, 
descriptions and dialogue of the 
harassing incidents. May be used 
if you have to take action. 

3. Get support from friends 
and teachers. 



4. If you cna*t avoid going 
to the harassers office, bring 
along a fiiend. 

5. Write a letter to the har- 
asser which would include your 
feelings on how you would like 
this behaviour to stop. Keep a 
copy of the letter. 

6. Obtain a copy of the 
school's policy concerning sex- 
ual harassment. Underline the 
parts of the definition ihat affect 
the behaviour of '*u «»i tender. 
Put it in his/her maiihox. 

7. Avoid bemg personal 
with a suspected harasser. 

At Laurentian University 
the contact person is Yvonne 
Roy at Health Services. 

A sexual harasser does not 
stop at just his/her first victim. 
Actions must be taken to end the 
harasser. REMEMBER, SAY 
NO TO SEXUAL HARASS- 
MOsfT. 



According to a study of 
1224 people at the University of 
Manitoba. 1 out of 6 females 
change study plans to avoid 
sexual harassment, 16% of fe- 
males (staff and students) re- 
ported being sexually harassed 
and 4% of men reported being 
sexually harassed. 

For many years, sexual 
harassment has been a painful 
secret The last decade, how- 
ever, has witnessed the recogni- 
tion of sexual harassment as a 
major social problem. In re- 
sponse to this the Board of 
Governor's approved the Lau- 
rentian University Sexual Har- 
assment Policy and Porcedure.
